At last we found the porter, who admitted 
ms to the chapel, which occupies a central 
position at one side of the quadrangle. It is 
a large chapel, and lofty, with beautiful pure 
Byzantine mural decorations and a simple 
‘golden altar screan of ikons, or pictures of 
gaints done in gold and soft colors. The cen- 
‘tral dome climbs aloft even more beautifully 
then does the dome of the cathedral in Jassy. 
Then we were led through a magnificent suite 
of balls of state, beginning with dining hall 
end terminating in a reception hall resplen- 
dent in carved marble. In the suite is the 
palace chapel, for these buildings and the 
great park behind constitute the archiepiaco- 
pal palace of the Bukowine Greek Oriental

The archbishop u appointed by the emper- 
pr, on the recommendation of the provincial 
government. The Roumanians control the 
oonsistory, which appoints the priests for the 
@ifferent parishes. The fight in Bukowina is 
not between Pole and Ruthene, but between 
Polo and Rountanian. Consequently the Rou- 
fmanian consistory gives preference o Rou- 
manian priests. It even often appoints Rou- 

priests to Ruthene villages. And the 
Ruthenes protest. 

“Does any one ever call himself an Aus- 
trian?” I inquired of a prominent man of 
Bukowina. Not that I know of. Perhaps 
an officer might say, I belong to the Aus- 
@rian army.’ But other men reply, ‘I ama 
Pole, German, Ruthene, Roumanian, Slovene, 


Poles as well as of Ruthenes, for then he 

did not distinguish between them. Over his 

bed hung a portrait of the great Polish hero, 
Kosciusko. He has long since banished that 

picture from his house; today all Poles are 
his enemies. 

It is the same with Ruthenes and Rou- 
manians. Thirty years ago they were un- 

conscious of each other's “existence except 

as individuals with whom they were on good 

terms as the case might be. The same wedge 

of linguistic consciousness bes driven them 
apart. Each fights for the supremacy. Hach 

despises the other. 

in Education. 

In spite of, maybe on account of, lingulstic 
Strife there is progress in educational mat- 
ters in Bukowina. Its percentage of illit- 
eracy is still too high; schools are too few; 
the university lacks a compétent staff. And 
now each nationality wants ite own univer- 
sity, its own high schools, in which they 
may or may not study German as they 
choose. But there can be no state service 
without the German language and a know!- 
edge of at least one other tongue. The ele- 
mentary and high schools of Czernowitz are 
crowded. The elementary schools are of 
four grades, for those who propose to con- 
tinue in a gymnasium or high school, eight 4 
grades. The university requiftes four years 
im its three departments of philosophy, law. 
and theology. It has no faculty of medicine.

LOCAL DEMOCRATIC HYPOCRISY. 
This city is accustomed to endure pa- 
tiently at appointed periods a season cf 
hysterical clamor raised in behalf of can- 
didates for public office presented by the 
management of thé local Democratic par- 
ty. Patience has become a matter of 
habit, and it is partly repaid by the 
amusement naturally produced, : 

It is of small consequence whether a 
dishonest or inefficient local official calls 
himself Republican or Democratic, and 


there is no magic in the latter name 


which insures the probity of the wearer. 
The interesting theory that by changing 
the party in .control we reach instantly 
ideal conditions of public service is a 
battered survival of other days. 

It would be of value to the county if

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SAVE THE MUNICIPAL COURT. 


When the Municipal court was founded | f 


it was hoped and believed that Chicago 


at last possessed a people's tribunal, and 
that the evil days of the justice court had 


passed away forever. 


This hope and this belief have been 


strengthened by the conduct of the court, 
The Municipal court of Chicago, thanks 
to the energetic and honest men who ha ve 
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gat on ite bench, has become one of the. 3 


institutions of which the city has reason 
to be proud. It has developed an almost 
model practice and procedure, which is 
constantly referred to by lawyers and 


‘students of judicial reform. It has done 


an immense amount of work and dome it 
well. It has developed on its social re- 
formatory side some useful, humane, and 
enlightened service. 

In short, it has been as creditable as 
the old justice court system was disgrace 
ful, cruel, and crooked. It bas been a 
friend of the poor and of the suitor of 
small means instead of being, like the jus 
tice court, the oppressor and the ally of 
the powers that prey. | 

In the face of these facts it is a mat- 
ter of grave concern to the whole com- 
munity, and especially to the honest man 
of emall means, that this court should be 
protected from toe invasion of the old in- 
fluences, that it should be kept on its 
present admirable plane of integrity and 
efficiency. 

This car be done only by careful vot- 
ing, It ie to the grave discredit of the 
Democratic organization that its nomi- 
nees for this people's court indicate the 
want of respect of the Democratic leaders 
for this institution. Four of these nomi- 
nees are former justices of the peace, 
and none of them deserves to replace the 
sitting judges renominated by the Repub- 
licans, 

This is a case which demands pa- 
triotism and public spirit on the part of 
Democratic voters. The sitting judges, all 
indorsed by the Chicago Bar association, 
are proved good men, and it is to the in- 
terest of the community that they be re- 
turned by voters regardless of party. To

lains, who was succeeded by his nephew, the 
latter’s grandson being the first Lord Fau- 
conberg. The house, which stands in a well 
wooded park, célebrated for its grand old 
oaks. is full of treasures and relics, among the 
latter being the bridle, saddle, holsters, pis- 
tols, sword, and watch of Oliver Cromwell. 
Sterne was for many years rector of Cox- 
wold, @ parish which is comprised in the 
Newburgh priory estates, and Sir George 
Wombwell has carefully restored Sterne’s 
residence, Shandy hall, 

Sir George has lost both of his sons, one in 
India and the other in the South African 
war, and the heir to his honors and estates 
is his brother, Henry Herbert Wombwell, 
formerly of the Royal Horse guards, who, 
although long regarded as a confirmed bach- 
elor, married a few years ago, at the age of 
63, the Hon. Myrtle Mostyn, sister of Lord 
Vaux of Haroden. Capt. Henry Wombwell 
was for many years a theatrical impresario, 
and owner of one of the Liverpool theaters, 
and is now secretary of Boodle’s club in 
London. The second heir is his nephew, 
Capt. Frederick Adolphus Wombwell of the 
Sixteenth lancers, who married last spring 
u Miss Gertrude Harrison Smith. He is the 
son of a younger brother of Sir George and 
of Henry Wombwell, and his sister is the wife 
of Lord Carnarvon.

| SECOND CLASS POSTAL RATES. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 81.—President Taft 
and Postmaster General Hitchcock reached 
an agreement today on the recommendations 
the president will make to congress regarding 
a change im the second class posta! rates as 
affecting magazines and other periodicals. 

Mr. Taft will recommend that the maga- 
zines be required to pay the present rate af 1 
cent a pound on all reading matter and a 
much higher rate, to be determined later, on 
the advertising pages. Each magasine will 
be required to send a copy of its current issue 
to the postoffice department each week, or 
month, as the case may be. There the publi- 
cation will be dissected. The reading matter 


and the advertising sections will be separate 


ly weighed and the amount of postage com- 
puted by the number of magazines sent out. 

Newspapers will not be affected. The aver 
age haul of the newspaper is on}y 800 miles, 
while the average haul of the magazine is 
1,100 miles. 

Mr. Hitchcock told the president today the 
plan of separating the reading and advertis- 
ing matter in the magazines is feasible and 
he believed it to be the proper solution of the 
problem. The hauling of in the 
mail has been costly to the government, and 
‘poth the president and the postmaster gen- 
eral believe it has entered largely into the 
deficit shown each year in the postoffice de- 
partment. 

This deficit has been largely reduced during 
the last year, a saving of $11,000,000 having 
béen reported as a result of economies put

Rehabilitation of Traction 
Lines Will Not Be Delayed 
by Legal Proceedings. 


NO BOND ACCOUNTING. 


Judge Cutting Refuses to Grant 
Request of Attorneys for 
Mrs. Yerkes, 


Rehabilitation work on some of the Com 
solidated Traction lines commenced yester- 
day, and will be pushed in earnest, despite 
the further legal entanglements caused by 
the efforts of the attorneys for Mrs. Ade- 
laide Yerkes to set aside the deal made in 
New York for the transfer of the so-called 
Yerkes bonds to the reorganization com- 
mittee. 

Judge Cutting of the Probate court, to 
whom Mrs. Yerkes’ attorneys applied, inti- 
mated that if the bonds had passed out of 
the hands of Executor Owsley he was power- 
less to restore them to the estate and he 
held out but little encouragement to Altor- 
neys Isaac Mayer and James J. Barbour that 
they could get any remedy in his court. The 
attorneys were solicitous, however, that 
some effort be made to at least find out 
where the bonds had gone, and Judge Cut- 
ting granted them permission to appear be- 
fore him in chambers this morning. 

Mr. Owsley was in court with his attorneys, 
W. W. Ross and W. O. Underwood, appar- 
ently ready to testify, but was not given an 
opportunity. 

Court Refuses to Interfere. 

“ We are here this morning on motion to 
have the executor exhibit an accounting of 
the bonds which he has in charge,“ said 
Attorney Mayer when the hearing was 
opened. According to printed reports, he 
has disposed of some of the holdings of the 
estate. which we claim he had no right to 
do. I request that Mr. Owsley be placed on 
the stand and examined with reference to 
the disposition of the bonds.” 

I don't think the court can do that, and, 
another thing, I haven't the time,” repiied 
Judge Cutting. 

‘Tomorrow morning the case is set before 
Judge Baldwin in which Mr. Owsley will be 
asked to answer the charge of violating the 
injunction which was issued last week re- 
straining him and the New York 
from delivering.over the bonds. 

It is said Mr. Owsley’s defense will be that 
he was powerless to prevent the banks from 
selling the securities, which they held as 
collateral for notes which had long since 
become due but remained unpaid. It will 
be further claimed by Mr. Owsley, it is said, 
that the delivery of the bonds by the banks 
to the purchasers, who are friendly to the 
reorganization committee, occurred prior to 
the granting of the injunction.

REFUNDS ARE DUE SHIPPERS 
FROM WESTERN RAILROADS. 


Traffic Manager of Commerce Associa- 
tion Calls Attention to Excess Pay- 
ments While Rates Were Pending. 


H. C. Barlow, treffic director of the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce, has issued a 
circular to members of the association and 
shippers. generally. He has advised them 
that they are entitled to refunds from the 
western railroads for the amount of rates 
paid in excess of the rates fixed by the inter- 
state commerce commission in the Missouri 
river and Denver rate cases while the cases 
were in litigation In the courts. 

The Supreme court hes just sustained the 
decisions of the commission, overruling the 
Circuit Court of Appeals, and it is estimated 
that the claims of the shippere for repara- 
tion will amount to $500,000. 

In the Denver case class rates from Chi- 
cago and St. Louis to. Denver were reduced 
by 25 and 28 cents respectively on first class 
freight, with corresponding reductions on 
other Classes. The order of the commission 
was originally made effective July 1. 1009 

The circular says: It is my understand- 
ing that on all shipments from Chicago and 
St. Louis to the above described territory, 
also on business passing through Chicago 
and St. Louis affected by such rates, on 
which delivery was made on and after July 
1. 1009, you are entitled to refund of that 
portion of the amounts collected in excess 
of the commission's rates and all such claims 
should be filed with the commission in the 
usual manner.”
